| Possibly Mr. Wood's reference to demagogism 
in his address at Queensboro on the 12th 
inst. ia the cap that fits the head of “Equal 
Righta,"’ and he equirms. | waa present and 
heard Mr. Wood's remarks and so can judge 
for myself, but do not misenderstand me as 
attempting to defend Mr. 
not necessary. He is capable of taking care 
of himself, and will do so, 1 daresay, if he 
thinks it worth the powder. 
refer to isthe question of the constitutional 
right of the provinces to grant aid to re- 
ligious bodies. Mr. Wood said the granting 
of $125,000 worth of property, belonging to 
the people of Ontario, to the Methodist Col- 
lege of Victoria was « question as much 


grant made to the Jesuits in Quebec. He 
said there was a great difference as to the 
character of the two bodies, but as dealing 
with grants to religious corporations the 
people had as much right te complam in the 
one case as the other, for it was in both cases 
taking the preperty belonging to all denom- 
inations and giving it to the people of one 
particular religious persuasion. The position 
taken by Rev. Mr. Rorke was this, as I 
understood, that it was not a grant to the 
Methodists but a lease at the nominal sum of 
cne dollar per year, and consequently was 
entirely different, and that Mr. Wood's com. 
parison was not well made. 

Believing Rev. Mr. Rorke thoroughly non- 
est in his views, and as his conduct evinced 
that he was desirous of being fair with Mr. 
Wood (I wish I could say the same of *‘Equal 
Rights'’) I desire to treat him with equal 
fairness. This is nota new matter. It is 
not the first time ] have known it referred to, 
and I had formed an opinion similar to that 
expressed by Mr Wood, and I stil! hold the 
same opinion, andas an adberent of the 
Methodist Chureh I believe the body is per- 
fectly warranted in taking it on the grounds 
that the same advantage would be given to 
all denominational colleges which saw fit to 
affiliate with the Provineial College. But 
this is not the opinion of all the people of 
Ontario. There are strong feelings against it 
even among the Methodists. This, however, 
isnot the point I wish to discuss. The 
question is—Is the point raised by Rev. Mr. 
Rorke well taken? Is this a grant at all ? 
Let us see. Victoria University is now at 
Cobourg. A majority of the Methodist Con- 
ference wishes to remove it to Toronto. The 
Government of Ontario says: “If you come 
to Toronto and affiliate with the Provincial 
University we will give you lands on which 
to erect your college in Queen's Park for the 
nominal sum of one dollar per year so long as 
you remain so affiliated."" The Methodist 
General Conference and all the governing 
pewers of Victoria College have aecepted the 
offer and the University faculty will, in all 

robability, be removed to Toronto, Rev. 

t. Potts — to be good authority as re- 
presenting this scheme for the Methodist 
Church. What does he say in his financial 
statement of the advantages to be derived 
from the change ' After referring to suma to 
be raised for endowment, he adds $125,000 
as the value of landa given by the Govyern- 
ment of the Province of Ontario and has 
urged its acceptance.

From Madee to Europe.

Dear Eprror 


Auld “Scotland’s howes and Scotland's 
knowes”’ are away behind us, and on rapid 
| rail we rush through level English meadows, 
| first along the Berwick coast and then past 

Morpeth in its pleasant valley, and Newcastle 

and Highbury, to where the Cathedral of 
| Durham and the bage old castle beside it 
| look ont over the river and the broad fields 
beyond and tell of bygone and historic times. 
At York the minster is by far the most con- 
spicncus feature and we examined it as 

thoroughly as we were able. That Sabbath 
day was an high day and all the militia and 
military of the county were assembled to the 
number of four thousand in the cathedral. 

The city fathera were there aleo with their 

war paint on, and fellows with long staves, 

stiff collars, pompons mannera and idiotic 
faces, to conduct them to their seats. Two 
full military bands assisted the choir and 
| Organ in the musical part of the service. The 
| Organist was one of England’s most famous 
, living musicians and the rendering of “On. 
| ward Christian Soldiers’ to Sullivan's music, 
and afterwards the old tune of St. Anne was 
really grand, solemn and impressive. There 
were eight or nine thonsand people in the 
congregation and the edifice was only com- 
fortably full, 

The view from the top of the minster tower 
is extensive and enjoyable, but all the 
country round isa level plain varied only by 
the red-tiled roofs of bonuses and the gracefal 
windings of the river Ouse. The old walls 
have been preserved and converted into pleas- 
ant and picturesque walks almost encircling 
the city. Old, narrow, crooked streets and 
houses with projecting gables where one can 
almost shake hands with his neighbor across 
the way, render the city charmingly unlike 
anything in the eastern hemisphere, and 
excite an interest which broad, straight ways 
and modern architecture would fail to arouse. 

Nor are ancient ruins a-wanting here. St, 
Mary's Abbey has stil] gables and butiresses 
and beantiful arched windows to testify to its 
former grandeur ; and crypts with old stone 
coffins, and a ruined. haptistery with loop. 
holes for archers and dinte of mueket and 
cannon-shot upon its outward walls to tell of 
the days when roundhead and cavalier pom- 
melled each other with a right good will, and 
all for the glory of God. 

I attempt no deseription of the Minster it 
self. It would be impossible, and convey no 
idea to the reader. The windows are a mar- 
vel of stone tracery and stained glass. The 
choir and stalls a miracle of carving in wood, 
| The great organ would fill the largest church 
| in Madoc so that the organist would have to 

sit outside on the door step to play. The 

,Pictures and designs in stained gless-havea 

richness that modern makers cannot equal 

and wherever any modern patchwork or re- 

storation has been necessary it can be detected 

the moment the sunlight falls upon it. This 
| is, considering all its dimensions the largest 
cathedral in Britain, but fifty or a hundred 
feet of difference in the length of such build- 
ings is not perceptible to the eye, and it is 
only by continually going up to the top and 
coming down to the bottom, and walking this 
| way and that, that one finally realizes the 
| great magnitude of the edifice. We experi- 
| enced the same difficulty later on in appreciat- 
ing the magnitude of the Swiss mountains. 

Two hours and a half separate York from 
Peterborough, where the first specimen of 
early Norman architecture is to be found. 
We visited the cathedral and were shown 
through it by a verger who earned fairly the 
donceur we contributed. The building was 
undergoing repairs in many places and some 
interesting discoveries had been made in ex. ° 
ploring the foundations, such as recesses con- 
trived by the monks to hold their treasure 
and conceal it from the puritan invader.

trappings of the priesthood. Your readers 
may feel thankful that some of my memo- 
randa of Peterborough Cathedral are not now 
at hand, and they are possibly spared a very 
learned disquisition on the differences between 
Gothic and Norman Ecclesiastical architec. ) 
ture. Such an article might haye been in- / 
structive, but I have thus far endeayored to |

From Madoc to Europe.

Dear Epitror: 


Yea, we were in London, and there we 
staid for a fortnight. But to write uf Lon. 
don there are two difficulties in the way ; 
the firet ie knowing where to begin and the 
| second is knowing where to stop, We will 
| evade the difficulties for the present by say- 
| ing nothing at all of that t, great city 

till we return to it egain alter having seen 
some of the most important capitals. of 
Europe. 

So when our sojourn there was ended, in 
the quiet twilight of an English summer's 
eve we made a quick ron down through level 
meadows and by quiet meres to the foot of 
Harwich where the steamer lay tethered to 
the wharf awaiting our arrival. We watched 
the blinking lights of town and harbor go 
through their bewildering mazes as we wore 
our crooked way out into the broad channel 
and shaped onr course to the land where the 
ancient Belgae dwelt. The air wae fresh and 
pure and the sky was full of stars, and the 
stars ‘invited sleep’? just as they did at 
Queen Dido's feast that old Virgil sings about, 
but unlike “pious Aineas’’ we listened to 
their exhortation and when we woke refresh- 
ed, the fiat green shores of Holland and 
Belgium were on either hand with long low 
dikes and rows of trees, and qaaint old wind. 
mills, and the ‘‘lazy’’ Scheldt between. The 
broad, quiet, blue, beautiful river wae dotted 
with wane boats and- clamay scows laden 
with , and we followed up ite many 
windings till in the distance we saw the lofty 
spire of Antwerp Cathedral and knew that 
our voyage was near its end. The docks, 
wharves, and basins of Antwerp are worthy 
of notice even by a born Liverpudlian, and 
the commerce of the city isin keeping with 
the facilities it has provided. The inhabit- 
ants of Belgium average 420 to the square 
mile, and business must needs be lively to 
support so dense a population. 

The first important personage to welcome 
usto the foreign shore was the officer of 
Customs, but when he saw the limited volume 
of onr Jnuggage he placed his chalk mark upon 
it without waiting to have it opened, and we 
stepped ashore, For the first time ip life we 
were strangers and foreigners in a strange 
land, among a people of strange speech and 
unaccustomed costume. We hunted up the 
raflway station and left our baggage in charge 
and then set out to see the sights of the city, 
First among these, of course, is the famous 
Cathedral of Notre Dame which was built ia 
the latter part of the 13th century and isa 
surpassingly beautiful specimen of Gothic 
architecture.- Its length is 500 feet, its 
breadth 250 and the height of the spire over 
400. It has achime of 42 bells, the most 
musical in tone of any I have heard, and the 
view from the top is fine and far extending. 
The exceeding simplicity of the interior is 
simply exceedingly beautiful, but is largely 
over-laid by the trophies and offerings of the 
faithful. Motley says ‘‘the penitential tears 
of generations had encrusted its whole in- 
terior with their glittering stalactites,’’ but 
the chief attraction of to-day lies in the cele- 
brated painting of Ruben’s that adorn its 
walls. “The Descent from the Cross’ is 
considered his masterpiece, but the ‘*Eleva- 
tion of the Cross,’’ the “Assumption of the 
Virgin” and the ‘‘Resurrection”’ are all very 
famous. In the courtyard outside is a well 
covered with wrought iron lattice work of 
great beauty, made by the famous Quentire 
Mateys, who was a painter as well as a black- 
smith. Ifhe was as great a painter se he 
was a blackamith his fellow-townamen do well 
to be as prend ofhim aa they are. We have 
pretty good blacksmiths in Madoe, but if 
either of our sturdy John Browns were to set 
about hammering out such yines and leaves, 
and trellises, and blossoms, and grapes, as 
cover this old draw-well in old Antwerp, I 
; feartheir souls would be marching on some 

years before they got to the end of their con- 
tract, and no disparagement to them either. 

The Church of St. Paul is not far from the 
Cathedral and is famous for the beautiful 
carvings on wood which it contains. It has 
also paintings by Rubens and Van Dyck, and 
{ a fine marble altar anda statue of St. Paul, 

but outside the walls in an enclosure at the 
) side of the church is the creation of @ brain, 

apparently critzed with religious insanity of a 
very high church order. It is called “€al- 
vary.’’ An artificial hill with the represen- 
tation of Christ on the cross and the thieves 
on either hand, and the weeping Marys, and 
the disciples, and the Roman Soldiery, and 
along the pathway all the apostles and the 
Magdalene and many other figures, beautiful. 
| lv carved it marble, the surroundings being 
ede of irregular bits of rough stone. The 
effect of the whole to the unaccustomed eye is 
ghastly inthe extreme and destructive of 
religious feeling, but the faithful come there 
,toworship, and ascend the flinty path on 
their Knees praying as they go, and leave 
flowers and garlands before the graven images. 
Let us hope not allinvain. Earnestness and 
sincerity deserve. reward in these commercial 
matter-of-fact-times of ours. 

The Church of St. Jacques also is yery 
famous and well deserving of notice. Rubens 
_ was buried there, with beth his wives and 
| several of his descendants. He is the greatest 
of the Flemish masters and is treated with 
becoming respect. The street he lived in 
| bears his name and the house he lived in is

To 
teach is not, however, like pouring grain 
' into a hopper. It is te develop, to train, 
to make wiser, better, parer, happier. It 
is, in short, to form character. Arithmet- 
ic, grammar, geography, and even read- 
ing, are but the instruments of educa- 
tion. By means of these the real teach- 
er develops, in the pupil, habits of 
industry, perseverance, courage, honesty, | 
observation and thoughtfulness. In the 
suggestive words of Parker, he is taught 
“to work, to love work,to work system- 
atically, and to put his brains into his 
work.” What a boy knows is not half 
as important as how he has gained — his 
knowledge. Nota little of the know- 
ledge will, in a few years be forgotten. 
If, | ina it has been acquired in the | 
right way, the mind has been energized, |
